Miserly Clerk Swindles Macy’s 


Saves, Returns It 


NEW YORK, Nov. 10 (UP) — 
Hugh Hickey, 58 years old, a sales 
clerk, took $50,000 from Macy’s 
department store in a long-time 
swindle and gave it back today. 

Hickey had made such a life- 
long habit of saving his pennies, 
the District Attorney’s office said. 
he invested every cent he took in 
gilt-edge securities, including 
Macy stock, That’s what tripped 
him. 

Hickey appeared in felony 
court to answer a charge of tak- 
a ing the $50,000 in driblets from 
the store where he had worked 
for 26 years. 


Assistant District Attorney 
Harold Solomon told Magistrate 
John R. Starkey that Hickey had 
given back all the money he took. 
“The District Attorney’s office 
recommends parole,” Solomon 
said. 

“Did he not dissipate any of 
the funds?” Starkey asked in 
amazement. “No,” Solomon an- 
swered. 

The Magistrate released Hickey 
on his own recognizance for a

DIVIDENDS OF $4.50 
A YEAR REPORTED 
FOR FORD COMPANY 


DETROIT, Nov. 10 (AP)—Ford 
Motor Co. paid two dividends to- 
taling $4.50 a share for the year 
ended last July 1, a report filed 
in Probate Court here today 
showed. 

The indication of possible earn- 
ings of the giant family-owned 
motor firm was made in an ac- 
counting from Clara Ford, widow 


of Henry Ford, She is executrix 
for his estate. 

Earnings of the company long 
have been a matter of conjecture. 
Ford stock, held mostly by the 
Ford family, is not listed with any 
exchange. The company is not re- 
quired to make an annual public 
statement of income. 

Mrs. Ford reported, however, 
that during the year the Henry 
Ford estate received $1,716,390 in 
dividends from the motor firm. A 
late 1948 dividend was at the rate 
of $2.50 a share; one in early 1949 
amounted to $2 a share. 

The total represented earnings 
on 286,099 shares of Class A (non- 
voting) stock and 95,321 shares of 
Class B (voting) stock retained 
by Ford at the time of his death 
in 1947. The Class B holdings 
amount to 55 per cent of such 
stock outstanding. 

The inventory of Henry Ford's 
estate on July 1, 1948, Mrs. Ford's 
report said, was $5,159,104. That 
figure does not include the value 
of the Ford stock, which has not 
been appraised.

An ordinance conferring broad 
powers on the St. Louis Housing 
Authority in handling publicly- 
sponsored housing for low-income 
and middle-income tenants was 
passed unanimously by the Board 
of Aldermen today. 

The measure, in effect, sets up 
the Housing Authority as the of- 
ficial agency of the city for deal- 
ing with the Federal Public Hous- 
ing Administration and for any 
developments which may be car- 
ried out under the state statute 
for urban redevelopment corpora- 
tions. 

Thus the authority will be pre- 
pared to carry out the city’s part 
in compliance with the broad new 
federal housing legislation enacted 
last July. In addition, the Post- 
Dispatch was told by Arthur A. 
Blumeyer, chairman of the Hous- 
ing Authority, all urban redevelop- 
ment is to be concentrated under 
direction of this official arm of 
the city government, 

Subsidized housing, at limited 
rentals, is contemplated under the 
federal legislation. The state ur- 
ban redevelopment law, providing 
partial tax relief and other ad- 
vantages of public sponsorship, is 
intended to provide for middle-in- 
come housing. The general expec- 
tation has been that the latter 
field—which is considered of great 
importance to the city, as well as 
low-rent housing—would be attrac- 
tive to life insurante companies 
or new corporations to be formed 
for this purpose. Such concerns 
would deal with the city through 
the Housing Authority. 

The new ordinance will empower 
the Authority to acquire housing 
sites by condemnation and convey 
them either to the city or to pri- 
vate corporations or individuals” 
for the purpose of reconstruction, 
redevelopment and rehabilitation 
of such areas.” 

Property acquired would be in 
“slum, blighted, substandard or in- 
sanitary areas.” Its replanning | 
and redevelopment could include 
specifically, “recreational and 
other facilities incidental or ap- 
purtenant” to the redevelopment, 

Further, the Authority is auth- 
orized to “own, buy, sell, rent, 
lease and acquire by condemna- 
tion, gift or any other means, 
property necessary for the carry- 
ing out of projected slum clear- 
ance and blighted area redevelop- 
ment and rehabilitations projects.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 (AP)— 
President Truman said today there 
will be no change in the value of 
gold as long as he is President. 


The President was asked at his 
press conference if anyone in 
the Administration was giving 
consideration to increasing the 
price of gold as a means of re 
ducing the national debt. 

The answer to the question, 
Truman asserted, is a categorical 
no. As long as he is President 
of the United States, he said, the 
value of gold is fixed. 

Any act to devalue the dollar 
would have to take the form of a 
recommendation to Congress. 

Other gold-producing nations, 

particularly Canada and the Union 
of South Africa, have long de- 
sired a higher United States gold 
price. 
The present price of gold is $35 
an ounce. This rate was fixed 
when the dollar was devalued in 
1934, 

Truman said in response to 
other questions that he knew of 
no second atomic explosion in 
Russia. The President was asked 
if he had any evidence of another 
Soviet atomic blast like the one 
he reported Sept. 23. He said there 
has not been another so far as 
he knows. 

The President also expressed 
hope that this country’s relations 
with Russia are improving. 

This developed from questions 
about the Big Three foreign min- 
isters conference in Paris, Asked 
whether he thought the present 
meeting would lead to better rela- 
tions with Russia, the President 
said he could not say at this time. 

“Well, are we getting anywhere 
with Russia?” a reporter asked. 

The President said he hoped so. 

In reply to additional questions, 
he said that efforts to improve 
relations with Russia are being 
carried on through regular diplo-

Bills restoring provisions for |

alty sections of five city ordi- 
mnances, which had been inad- 
vertently omitted in the 1948 re- 
vision of the city code, were passed 
today by the Board of Aldermen. 

Correction of the omissions will 
make it possible for Police Judges 
to again impose workhouse sen- |

occurred at 11:46. 

The DC-4 had been cleared for 
landing at Runway No. 3, Tigner 
said, when another of the tcwer 
staff, Robert Union, informed him 
the Bolivian flyer was asking for 
landing instructions. Tigner had 
been busy with other traffic, he 
said, and did not hear the radioed 
request. 

“I cleared him to enter the left 
traffic pattern.” Tigner testified 
“He did not answer, so I asked 
him if he wanted landing instruc- 
tions.

Rios Bridoux first asked for land- 
ing instructions and the moment 
of impact. He said the Bolivian 
never gave any indication that he 
received the instructions. 

There were two signal lights in 
the tower for emergency use in 
directing air traffic with red and 
green light beams, but Tigner said 
it never occurred to him to use 
the signal lights tn this instance 
because he had been in radio com- 
munication with the airplanes and 
they were in the same flight path 
when the emergency arose. Hence 
use of signal lights would be con- 
fusing, since both pilots could see 
them. 

Tower Uses Eight Frequencies. 


The Washington Airport com- 
municates with aircraft through 
one low-frequency and seven very- 
high-frequency radio channels. It 
is the responsibility of the flyer 
approaching the airport to com- 
municate with the tower, and his 
communication establishes the fre- 
quency to be employed. 

Normally these frequencies have 
assigned uses, as for instance in 
the high-frequency range, in the 
immediate vicinity of the tower, 
126.18 megacycles, is for military 
aircraft and was used in com- 
municating with the P-38; while 
119.1 megacycle is for civilian 
planes and was employed in com- 
municating with the airliner. 

The other frequencies are for 
special purposes, such as handling 
traffic farther away but in the ap- 
proaches to the field; handling in- 
Strument landings, controlling 
ground traffic and one channel is 
reserved for emergencies. 
Transmissions from aircraft are 
received in the tower on loud- 
speakers and the operators also 
are equipped with earphones which 
they can plug in to hear signals 
too weak for adequate reception 
on the loudspeakers. In transmit- 
ting from the tower, the operator 
presses a key to select the chan- 
nel on which he wants to send a 
message, or, by pressing two or 
more keys simultaneously, he can 
transmit on as many channels as 
he has keys depressed. 

How Error Could Have Occurred. 

One way in which it was at least 
theoretically possible for Tigner'’s 
message not to go out on the chan- 
nel Rios Bridoux was receiving 
would have been if Tigner, after 
talking to the DC-4, neglected to 
press the key for Rios Bridoux’s 
channel before addressing him. 

Aircraft approaching an airport, 
under Civil Aeronautics Adminis- 
tration regulations, are directed 
to landings on a first-come-first- 
serve basis. A CAA spokesman 
said that was the rule, whether 
the aircraft was a private plane, 
commercial transport or military 
aircraft. Tower operators, he said. 
were instructed not to give pri- 
ority to any airplane which might 
be competing for early landing 
privileges except in case of emer- 
gency.

4. Dispatch of an earlier warn- 
ing to the Eastern pilot that the 
P-38 was heading for him. 

Denies Getting Phone Message. 

Tigner testified he had not re- 
ceived the message Gen. German 
Pol of the Bolivian Air Force, an 
earlier witness, had testified Rios 
Bridoux had asked be telephoned 
to the tower requesting use of the 
lights if his radio failed. 

Maj. Po! testified Rios Bridoux 
had refused to take the P-38 off 
the ground on three previous oc- 
casions when he went to the air- 
port to test-fly it because of de- 
fects which showed up in ground 
tests. One of the defects was in 
the radio. A new one had been 
installed in the P-38 just before 
the Nov. 1 flight. 

Witnesses Describe Crash. 

Pol witnessed the collision from 
his parked automobile at the air- 
port. He said it appeared to him 
that the airliner had swerved into 
the fighter. 

Another witness, Carroll E. Har- 
vey, who was sitting in a station- 
wagon with Maj. Pol and saw the 
planes collide, testified the air- 
liner “leveled off, slightly turned 
left,” and, that the P-38 apparently 
hit the back edge of the airliner’s 
wing.

Strong Efforts Indicated.

It was also plain that officials 
were pretty annoyed by Lewis's 
attitude toward the invitation to 
peace talks this morning.

COLOMBIA PUT 
N STATE OF SIEE 
TO CURB CONGRESS 


President Acts to Avert 
Possible Impeachment 


—Climax to Weeks of 


Pre-Vote Violence.

BOGOTA, Nov. 10 (AP)—Bogota 
Was under a heavy army and 
Police guard today in a state of 
wiege decreed by Conservative 
President Mariano Ospina Perez. 

The decree — imposing modified 
Martial law—also suspended the 
Liberal-dominated Congress and 
introduced censorship of press and 
radio. 

President Ospina invoked the 
decree yesterday after being in- 
formed by the Liberal Speaker of 
the House that Congress intended 
to start proceedings to impeach 
him. 

Liberal Representatives and 
Senators tried to continue congres- 
sional debates, but found they 
could not. Congress members and 
newspaper reporters were barred 
from the capital building. 


Climax to Weeks of Strife. 


The declaration of a state of 
Siege climaxed weeks of intense 
political strife in Colombia. Par- 
tisan newspapers say hundreds 
were killed in fights between Lib- 
@rals and Conservatives. 


Elections are scheduled for Nov. 
27. The Conservative Presidential 
Candidate is Laureano Gomez. 
Liberals said they would boycott 
the elections, and their candidate, 
Dairo Enchandia, has withdrawn. 
Liberal leaders threatened to push 
through a four-man provisional 
government to replace President 
Ospina when his term ends next 
May 5. 


Troops stood guard over the 
Presidential] palace, banks, rail- 
Way stations, the City Hall and 
other public buildings. Patrols in 
the streets were doubled. 


Bogota itself was calm. There 
Were rumors that political clashes 
toop place in the Colombian in- 
terior, but no confirmation could 
be obtained. All mail and tele- 
phones, in addition to wire and 
cables, came under the eensorship. 

Newspapers which had featured 
boiling comment on the election 
strife previously, made no refer- 
ence to the crisis today. El Lib- 
eral, an outspoken Liberal party 
m@guthpiece, replaced its usual 
political editorial with one on the 
moon. 

Ospina Chosen in 1946. 

Ospina won his post in 1946, due 
to a Liberal p-rty split which gave 
Colombia a Conservative President 
for the first time since 1930. The 
Liberals retained control of Con- 
gress. Though Ospina governed 
with @ coalition cabinet until! last 
spring, violent clashes between the 
two parties developed. 

The biggest was in April 1948. 
The assassination of a Liberal 
leader touched off wholesale riots 
in which 1200 persons were killed 
in Bogota and 300 elsewhere in the 
country. The rioting also inter- 
rupted the work of the Inter- 
American Conference, then meet- 
ing in Bogota. 

There were more clashes and 
more deaths before the Congres- 
sional elections last June. The 
wave of violence subsided for a 
time during the summer, but in 
recent weeks the incidents, and 
deaths, have rapidly increased in 
number. 


BRITISH EQUIP 
ALL SUBMARINES 
WITH SNORKELS 


LONDON, Nov. 10 (UP)—Brit- 
ain announced yesterday that all 
its operational submarines have 
been equipped with _ snorkel 
“breathing” devices to enable 
them to cruise beneath the sur- 
face for a month or more at a 
time. 

The United States and Russia 
also have the snorkel device, first 
perfected by the Germans during 
World War II. It is a long tube 
through which @ submarine can 
obtain fresh air and expel stale 
air and fumes without surfacing. 

John Dugdale, parliamentary 
gecretary to the Admiralty, dis- 
closed Britain’s accomplishment 
during a debate in the House of 
Commons. 

Informed naval quarters also 
disclosed that Britain has perfect- 
ed underwater radar to enable 
submarines to plot torpedo targets 
without surfacing. They sdid it 
would enable a submarine to fire 
at a surface target from a depth 
of 60 feet without raising its peri- 
gcope. 

These gources said the develop- 
ment is one of Britain’s top se- 
erets. Although Russia may be 
aware that the device has been 
perfected, they said they were sure 
the Soviets did not know how it 
works.

BERLIN, Nov. 10 (AP) — East 
Germany’s Communist governors

The lower house of the German 
Parliament in the Russian zone 
last night restored full citizenship 
to former Nazis and World War II 
army officers. “War criminals 
and Nazi activists” were excepted. 

Western Allied sources here 
viewed the Communist action as 
another overture for the favor of 
disgruntled former Nazis in Al- 
lied-occupied western Germany, 
which the Reds want to see united 
with east Germany under Commu- 
nist domination. 

The bill, sponsored by the Rus- | 
sian sateilite government, takes ef- | 
fect when signed by the President | 
of the east German state, Wilhelm | 
Pieck. | 

The legislation permits “all | 
members of the former Nazi party 
and Wehrmacht officers” to hold 
any government post except those 
in the Interior (Police) Depart- 
ment. It makes no provision, 
however, for return of any prop- 
erty “confiscated in due course in 
‘the past years.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—Busi- 
mess jitters, rampant early this 
year, are giving way toa cautious 
optimism in spite of the steel and 
eoal strikes. 

Prices, business analysts here 
gay, probably will start rising be- 
cause of higher durable goods 
costs coming out of the strikes, 
and the rise in minimum wages 
from 40 to 75 cents an hour af- 
fecting most employers, especially 
textile mills. 

Inflationary pressures of gov- 
ernment spending, borrowing to 
meet the $5,500,000,000 deficit, and 
the three billion going out in G.I. 
insurance dividends in January 
are important price factors. 

Concern Over Taxes. 


Business hopefulness is tempered 
by concern over what President 
Truman will demand next January 
in the way of additional taxes and 
more treasury outgo—and what 
the next session of Congress will 
do about it.

During spring and summef 
months retailers in most lines 
bought in considerably reduced 
quantities.

Dr. Ray Johnson fisheries re- 
search supervisor for the state de- 
partment of conservation said 
waters along the shore of Upper 
Michigan are infested and a sea 
lamprey has been captured off 
Grand Marais, Minn. 

The sea lamprey is an eel-like 
parasite which fastens itself on 
valuable game fish and sucks their 
blood and body juices. It favors 
the soft-scaled lake trout. 

Johnson said specimens have 
been taken in the Chicago drain- 
age canal which connects the 
Great Lakes with the Mississippi. 
This means, he said, that the lam- 
preys may come upstream in the 
Mississippi and infest Minnesota 
lakes. 

Johnson gaid the lampreys al- 
ready have damaged trout fishing 
in Lakes Huron and Michigan. 
They invaded the Great Lakes 
through the St. Lawrence gateway 
about 15 years ago, experts be- 
lieve. Since then, they have cut 
annual trout production in Lake 
Huron from 1,720,000 to 5000 
pounds.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—Incen- 
i'tives offered by Puerto Rico to 
| new business enterprises, includ- 
ing exemption from income and 
real estate taxes until 1959, have 
attracted about 50 concerns to 
that Caribbean island, the Interior 
Department said today. As a pos- 
session of the United States, 
| Puerto Rico can offer unique priv- 
ileges to American citizens and 

corporations. 

| Largest of the businesses at- 
‘tracted is a mill of the Textron 
Corp., which has other textile 
plants in New England and the 
South. . Most publicized is the 
Thursday evening transcribed ra- 
‘dio program, “Duffy’s Tavern,” 
|heard over N.B.C. stations. 
Although Puerto Rico discour- 
/ages, in theory at least, trans- 
‘planting businesses from the 
'mainland to the island, and seeks 
‘instead to develop new operations, 
‘the Textron mill and the radio 
‘program produced by Ed Gardner 
‘do represent established opera- 
‘tions which were removed from 
the mainland in an effort to avoid 
| taxes. 

Committee to Investigate. 


| A gubcommittee of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, 
headed by Representative Camp 
|'(Dem.), Georgia, departed this 
week for Puerto Rico to study 
| extension of the minimum wage 
‘and social security laws to that 
‘island, and incidentally to have a 
‘look at the functioning of its busi- 
ness-incentive tax laws.

LINCOLN, Nebr. (UP)—It’s 
now easier for out-of-state couples 
to tie the matrimonial knot in

So long as the money earned by 
Gardner’s Puerto Rico. company 
stays there, it is free of income 
taxes during the tax holiday pe- 
riod. There is no tariff applicable 
on Puerto Rico’s exports to the 
mainland. 

Even if Gardner should decide 
to take his money out of Puerto 
Rico, and subject it to United 
States income taxes, some advan- 
tage probably would accrue to him 
under the terms of a law enacted 
in 1939 to encourage investment of 
United States funds in its island 
territories and possessions.

After three decades of rule 
by the dictatorship of the pro- 
letariat, Communism had given 
birth to “anti-patriots” and 
“bourgeois cosmopolitans.” They 
turned up everywhere in books, 
newspapers, schools, theaters, 
music halls, laboratories, art gal- 
leries, sports clubs, factories, 
trade unions and even in impor- 
tant government offices. Like 
the Hydra, when one of its 
heads was lopped off, two more 
sprang up in its place. The orgy 
of purges was a public confes- 
sion of trouble on the home 
front. 

The last trouble could be traced 
to the years of war, At that time 
the Soviet people were told that 
they had strong allies in the West 
who were helping them in the 
death struggle against the Nazi 
invader. The people were over- 
joyed with the news because for 
years they had been isolated, en- 
circled by “capitalist powers.” 

Warm Feeling of Allies. 

Now the isolation had been 
broken and the Russian had for- 
eign allies for the first time he 
could remember. And these turned 
out to be real allies, not like the 
Nazi Germans with whom their 
gzovernment had concluded a sud- 
den alliance in 1939. only to de 
attacked by them two’ ¥ later. 

The Americans, ish and 
French were allied with the Rus- 
Sians by the blood of the battle- 
field. _And in addition to that the 
Americans had provided material 
evidence of support. American 
trucks and equipment could be 
seen everywhere. Thousands of 
Russians will never forget the 
food in American-labeled tins 
which saved them when they were 
starving. 

It was only natural that the 
Russians should have developed a 
warm feeling for their Western al- 
lies. Western jazz-tunes became 
more popular. President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt became a national 
hero. It seemed that the struggle 
between Communist Russia and 
its capitalist allies of the West 
was over. Prime Minister Joseph 
V. Stalin said they could get to- 
gether notwithstanding ideologi- 
cal differences, and this time it 
seemed that he meant what he 
said. 

Russians Turned to West. 


The Russians thought the red 
light had turned green and they 
could now get closer to the people 
of the West. They became inter- 
ested in Niagara Falls and the 
natural wonders of the allied coun- 
tries. Economist Eugene Varga 
gathered material showing that 
the war had brought changes in 
the economy of the Western 
powers which were able to evolve 
peacefully toward a planned econ- 
omy. Theoreticians recognized 
that Marxism had had Western 
antecedents. 

Architects wanted to know more 
about Western construction meth- 
ods so as to apply them in re- 
construction of the country after 
the war. Scientists -vere more in- 
terested than ever in contacting 
Western «colleagues. So were writ- 
ers and artists. 


Friendship and admiration for 
the West penetrated every cor- 
ner of the Soviet Union. They 
had to be uprooted, “realisti- 
cally,” ruthlessly and totally, 
immediately after the war, when 
Soviet rulers decided to part 
company with the Western 
allies and make a bid for dom- 
ination not only of Eastern 
Europe but of the entire conti- 
nent, 

Foreigners who had just been 
friends had to be considered 
enemies and not just ordinary 
enemies but the worst Russia 
ever had—even worse than the 
Nazi Germans who had just 
been crushed. The honeymoon 
with the Western powers was 
over. The encirclement was 
back, and so were the purges. 

Those who had misunderstood 
the meaning of the war-time al- 
liance of convenience with the 
West and who had made the 

fatal mistake of developing a 
warm spot for the foreigner had 
to be cleansed or wiped out in 
the fire of the purge. “Out, 
damned spot!” became the na- 

Alexander Fadeyev and Kon- 
stantin Simonov led the Commu- 
nist party’s faithful Iterary team 
in conducting the war against Sov- 
iet writers who had been stained 
with friendly spots. 

Dreams Wiped Out. 

The latter exposed the sin they 
had committed in a bombastic 
speech at a meeting of Soviet 
writers: “They saw in their dreams 
that the military collaboration 
with certain capitalist countries, 
generated by circumstances of the 
War against a common foe, would 
turn into a postwar peace idyll.” 

These dreams had to be wiped 


out. Those who entertained them 
were branded spies, _ traitors, 
gangsters, bourgeois bastards 
and homeless cosMopolitans who 
had conspired against the Com- 
munist party, the government 
and the state.

held in every field to stamp out)

Field of Genetics. 

Potentially, the most awesome 
| consequences of the A-bomb lie in 
ithe field of genetics. Will de- 
| scendants of A-bomb survivors be 
‘physically different from their 
| fathers and grandfathers? 

Will they, to reduce the question 
| to absurdity, have eyes in the mid- 
‘die of their foreheads and ears 
‘growing where their eyes ought to 
_ be? 

The answer to the absurdity is 
ino, They may, however, be dif- 
| ferent in_ less spectacular ways. 
It will take two or three genera- 
tions—50 to 75 years—to find out, 
however. 

That is why, of all the long- 
range projects undertaken by the 
ABCC, the genetics study is the 
longest. It is also unique in that 
it is the first mass study of human 
genetics ever attempted. Only the 
A-bomb made it possible. 

“We have known for nearly 25 


years that radiation speeds up 
mutation rates in animals,” said 
Dr. William J. Schull, former in- 
structor of genetics at Ohio State 
University. 

“From what we know about ani- 
mals we are able to draw certain 
inferences in regard to humans,” 
he continued. “But this is our 
first opportunity to observe the 
genetic effects of radiation on hu- 
mans.” 

Uncertainty in Study. 

The genetics study, like some 
other ABCC projects, is admitted- 
ly a calculated risk, and for the 
same reason: 

- Did survivors of the A-bomb 


absorb enough radiation to be™ 


good guinea pigs? 

Schull and his colleagues are of 
the opinion that the A-bomb let 
loose enough radiation to accel- 
erate mutations in those people 
who were exposed. 

Nobody can yet say how many, 
if any, of those people are still 
alive. 

“The difference between a lethal 
dose of radiation and a dose that 
would speed the development of a 
mutation and still let a person 
live is very small,” Schull said. 


“Perhaps less than 100 roentgen | 


units.” 

The genetics program must 
proceed on the assumption that 
survivors did absorb enough radi- 
ation to make a difference. 

Mutations may occur in animals 


within one generation, Schull 


said, but in human beings they, 


may take two or three genera- 
tions to become apparent. 

This is because the majority 
of visible mutants known in man 
are recessive in nature. Since 
they are recessive they are less 
likely to show themselves quickly. 

However, two things might 


“Say radiation stepped up the 
process by tenfold, it would still 
mean only one gene in 10,000 
would be a mutant. 

“This, however, could be fright- 
ening in its consequences, for 


.| practically all mutants are unde- 


sirable, especially in so delicate a 
mechanism as man. 

“The chances of a desirable mu- 
tant are about as great as if one 
attempted to shoot a speck of 
dust from a watch without doing 
considerable damage to the 
watch.” 

A second factor that could bring 
mutations to show themselves 
sooner is consanguinity, or mar- 
riage between first, second or 
third cousins, Schull said. 

In America, Schull said, consan- 
guinity occurs in only 1 per cent 
of all marriages. In Japan, how- 
ever, the figure is about 5 per 
cent for cities the size of Hiro- 
shima, and 10 to 12 per cent in 
smaller rural communities. 

If mutations do occur, Schull 
said, they may take almost any 
form that can be inherited—from 
club feet to hemophilia. 

Newborn Babies Studied. 

As part of the genetics study, 
every newborn baby in Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki is examined for any 
abnormality that might be traced 
to radiation. 

Japanese midwives also help; 95 
per cent of all Japanese babies 
are born in homes with midwives 
in attendance. 

In the case of stillbirths, au- 
topsies are performed on more 
than 50 per cent in the quest for 
any departure from the normal. 

The ABCC’s appetite for data 
has produced some curious devel- 
opments in Nagasaki and Hiro- 
shima. The moment a woman be- 
comes pregnant she becomes an 
object of keer® scientific interest. 

Some pregnancies may slip by 
the ABCC, but- that is only be- 
cayise the commission hasn't got- 
ten around to plugging up some 


of the holes in its detection sys- 


tem. 

The ABCC’s scientific curiosity 
is such that it would like to know 
even the date of conception. No 
foolproof formula has yet been 
worked out to solve this problem.

He heard Sir Stafford Cripps 
announce over the wireless that 
the price of bread would have to 
go up. Devaluation would mean 
that Britain would have to pay 
more for wheat and flour. Wheat 
and flour come from the dollar 
area — Canada or the United 
States. 


That boost in bread prices... . 


‘Hmm. Would the cost of living 


go up all along the line? Cripps 
said no, not immediately. Well, 
let the labor leaders worry about 
that, If living costs go up, they'll 
have to get compensating boosts 


in pay. 
Life Is Unchanged. 


As far as the worker can see, 
except for bread, two months of 
devaluation hasn’t changed his 
life. He still puts up with a mo- 
notonous diet, queues up for cig- 
arettes, and his wife gets annoyed 
at rationing. And his youngsters 
never seem to have enough can- 
dy. But he must admit that post- 
war Britain isn't bad. 

When he looks back to before 
the war—and he looks back often 
—he can’t complain. His standard 
of contentment has gone up tre- 
mendously. The terrible fear of 
unemployment, the heritage of 
the depression 1930s, has been 
banished except from his memory. 
He doesn’t really feel, personally, 
the country’s financial crisis. He 
feels secure. He doesn’t know yet 
that if devaluation is to help Brit- 
ain, he’s in danger of losing his 
job, or at least of being pushed 
around. 

Right now, if he’s a bricklayer, 
or a carpenter, he can’t see any- 
thing but months of steady em- 
ployment: Too many contracts on 
tap. If he’s in a metal-working 
or automobile plant, he’s constant- 
ly exhorted to increase productiv- 
ity. Three out of every four Brit- 
ish cars are gcing abroad — to 
bring in much-needed food and 
raw materials. If he’s a cotton 
textile worker in one of the spin- 
ning or weaving centers, he knows 
that one out of every four ma- 
chines is idle—not because of in- 
sufficient orders, but because 
there are not enough men and 
women to operate the machines. 

Land of Full Employment. 


Britain is a land of full employ- 


ment. #Out of a total population 
of 48,750,000, more than 22,000,000 
persons are actually at work. 
That’s 45 out of every 100, com- 
pared with 38 out of every 100 be- 
fore the war. (In the United 
States, the ratio is 40 per hun- 
dred.) 

That’s one of Great Britain’s 
weaknesses: No economic resili- 
ence. No incentive for workers to 


move. Having no fear of losing a' 


O the average worker in Great Britain, devaluation is just a 
big word. Vaguely, he understands that it means the country 
has been living beyond its income, He has read in the news- 
papers that British gold and dollar reserves shrank from $2,400,000,000 
at the end of 1945 to $1,400,000,000 at the end of September. 


job in one industry, workers don’t 
go searching for a job in another 
industry. Besides, job-shifting 
isn’t taken for granted as in the 
United States. Workers in Britain 
are less mobile naturally, more 
prone to stay put. 

Yet if Prime Minister Attlee 
and Cripps are to capitalize on de- 
valuation, British workers must 
be moved into the export indus- 
tries, particularly industries that 
sell to the dollar areas. Or they 
must be moved out of industries 
which consume materials which 
cost dollars. In either case, the 
results are disemployment and 
discontent, 

Further, freeing labor for export 
industries would perforce upset 
the Government’s plan to modern- 
ize industry, improve the social 
services, and repair war damage. 
Today Great Britain is expending 
22 per cent of the nation’s energies 
on capital improvement — on 
homes, machinery, factories, roads, 
hospitals, schools—as against only 
17 per cent for the United States. 
Being a smaller nation than the 
United States, it hasn't the same 
leeway. So, if Britain wants man- 
power and materials for export 
industries, it must cut down on 
capital formation, or on Govern- 
ment services. 

Would Meet Résistance. | 

Any such program for capital 
curtailment would meet resistance 
from both labor and business. 
Carpenters, bricklayers, and work- 
ers in the durable goods industries 
won't welcome being forced out 
of their life-long callings into coal 
mines, or woolens, or pottery, or 
distilling. They're not adapted to 
the work. Probably they’!l just re- 
main where they are and draw un- 
employment benefits. 

Nor would business men, who 
have filed applications for licenses 
to put up new buildings, or to 
modernize, or to buy new ma- 
chinery, be pleased to find that 
their chances are nil. They’d 
argue: The government wants us 
to increase plant efficiency and 
productivity. When we try. we're 
denied the equipment and the fac- 
tory space to do so.

F your home is in the “joint names” of yourself and 
if your wife, it may result in unnecessary income tax 
liability. For example, assume that your home cost 
$15,000 when you bought it some years ago, and that 
it is now worth $30,000. In the event of your death, 
it might be necessary for your wife to sell the house 
and move to a smaller establishment. The cost basis 
of the house to your wife for income tax purposes 
would be your original cost of $15,000. Her capital gain 
subject to income tax, therefore, would be $15,000. 


If, however, the house is in your name.alone, and 
you leave it to your wife under the terms of your will, 
then her cost basis for income tax purposes would be 
$30,000, the value of the home at the time of your 
death. There would, therefore, be no taxable gain and 


no income tax arising from the sale of the house. 


The situation would be similar if you have securi- 
ties in your joint names, and the original cost of these 
securities is substantially lower than their present 
value. Suppose, for example, that you established a 
small corporation 20 years ago, later put the stock in 
the joint names of yourself and your wife, and today 
the stock is worth several times your original invest- 
| ment. If you predecease your wife, your original cost 


will be her cost basis for income tax purposes. If, on 


Joint Ownership May Mean 


the other hand, the stock is in your name alone and 
you leave it to her (or to your trustees) under your 
will, the cost basis to your wife (or your trustees ) for 
income tax purposes will be the fair value of the stock 
on the date of your death. 


Although property in joint names takes advantage 
of the marital deduction under the Federal Estate 
Tax law, it is not the most advantageous way of doing 
so. Having property in joint names will reduce the 
estate tax due upon the death of the first joint owner, 
but it also will result in higher taxes upon the death 
of the survivor. By contrast, trusts, under your will, 
may be used: (1) to take advantage of the marital 
deduction, and thus reduce the tax at the death of 
the first joint owner, and (2) to reduce the tax at the 
death of the survivor. Joint ownership of property 
almost always is expensive and undesirable for people 
with substantial estates.

What the Chest Does 


Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

One of the most valuable services in 
interpreting the Community Chest and 
its agencies to the public is the series 
of articles which you have been pub- 
lishing based upon a recent booklet of 
the Community Chest called “101 True 
Stories.” These are actual case stories 
with the identity of the person or fam- 
ily concealed, which have been taken 
from the records of the 101 agencies 
that are members of the Chest. 


There are still many people who ask 
the question, “What does the Commu- 
nity Chest do?” Many people do not 
understand that the Community Chest 
is an association of agencies; that it is 
not itself a welfare agency which of- 
fers services to the public, but is a chan- 
nel through which its member agencies 
receive funds. It conducts an annual 
campaign on behalf of the agencies and 
apportions its funds to the agencies in 
accordance with their needs. 

The work of the Chest does require a 
year-round staff. It has many responsi- 
bilities. It organizes the thousands of 
volunteers' who work in the campaign. 
It gathers facts to assist the 75 volun- 
teer citizens who work on Chest budget 
committees through the year in appor- 


tionment of the funds and in meeting 
emergencies that arise. It collects and 
disburses the money raised. 

There is also a building advisory serv- 
fice which has made possible substantial 
economies in the maintenance of agency 
buildings and in the purchase of ma- 
terials and supplies for agencies. 

The services given by the agencies 
reached an estimated 320,000 persons 
last year, or approximately one person 
for every family in S&t. Louis and St. 
Louis County. “One Hundred and One 
True Stories” depicts the nature of these 
services and illustrates the importance 
to the community of the work of these 
arcencies. 

Your publishing of these stories is 
deeply appreciated by those of us who 
Jhave been entrusted with the leadership 
of the Community Chest. We believe 
that you are rendering a valuable pub- 
Jic service in bringing to your readers 
‘a better understanding of the part which 
Community Chest agencies play in mak- 
ing our community a better place in 
which to live.

Billion-Dollar Blight 


Parking facilities have become so inadequate 
and so expensive in many parts of St. Louis 
that some action must be taken. Yet a few 
parking lot operators are protesting against a 
proposed ordinance to regulate their activities. 

The proposed ordinance has not been fully 
drafted, much less approved, and it would not 
be stringent in any case. It would require lot 
operators to pay a city license fee, to prove fi- 
nancial responsibility, to post their prices 
clearly and to notify the City Hall 10 days in 
advance of any change in prices. 

If the local operators think they are being 
treated unfairly, they should learn what other 
cities have done. Here they complain about the 
10 days’ advance notice on price changes. But 
New York requires such notice 60 days ahead of 
time. 

Forty-five cities, most of them with more 
than 100,000 population, license parking lots. 
Of these, 34 regulate the physical layout of the 
lots; five require operators to post bond; and 11 
prohibit rate changes without city approval. 


- And a few go further in trying to prevent un- 


warranted rate increases. 

Some of the largest cities have gone into the 
parking business themselves. Philadelphia, for 
instance, is spending $2,000,000 for underground 
parking facilities. Boston is spending a half- 
million. 

All of these cities consider parking a matter 
of public concern. It has become increasingly 
so since the war, with the addition of 6,000,000 
automobiles to already congested streets and 
highways. This in turn has led to what the 
American Municipal Asscciation calls “a billion- 
dollar blight on business.”’ 

Nobody knows how many customers are 
turned away from downtown business districts 
because of inadequate or costly parking. But 
this has been a factor in a $200,000,000 decrease 
in assessed valuation of Detroit's business dis- 
‘trict, and in a similar $60,000,000 decline in 
Kansas City. 

With its narrow downtown streets, St. Louis 
has been a special victim of the parking prob- 
lem. Even on the fringes of the business dis- 
trict, parking lots that charged 10 cents a day 
before the war have raised prices time and 
again, until they stand at 35 cents or up— 
mostly up. Downtown prices are much higher. 

Parking lot operators contend that their costs 
also have risen, and this is undoubtedly true. 
But their prices have risen two, three and four 
times over. It seems that the only law which 
has deterred them so far has been the law of 
supply and demand, and it has not deterred 
them much. 

Efforts to provide some regulation for the 
public good are reasonable and temperate. The 
parking lot operators have little cause for 


alarm and none for blind opposition. 
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Just a Moments Thought 

Some people in St. Louis have developed 
a bad habit in connection with the annual 
Community Chest campaign. They mean to do 
their bit, but they put it off. For one perfectly 
legitimate reason or another, they find it incon- 
venient to make their contribution just whren 
they receive their pledge card. (After all, aren't 
contributions always a little inconvenient?) So 
the card is put aside and, before long, it is for- 
gotten. 

The result is that the time set for the cam- 
paign expires with a good many persons still 
to be heard from—and, of course, with contri- 
butions short of the amount needed to keep 
the various community agencies going for an- 
other year. That ought to be a sufficient re- 
minder to the forgetful ones. But this year it 
has been necessery to extend the campaign a 
second time—until Nov. 17—because only 84.7 
per cent of the necessary $4,785,000 has been 
raised. Another $729,529 must be collected. 

Just a moment's thought about the benefici- 
aries of this drive—the crippled, the blind, the 
sick, the aged—should be enough to put it over 
the top in the next week. 
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The CAA Steps In 


In the last 14 months, all fatalities suf- 
fered by passengers on domestic airlines 
have resulted from aerial collisions.—The 
Associated Rress. 

This report indicates again that congestion is 
today’s great killer in the sky. New landing 
devices are a partial answer to bad weather, 
which once was the principal cause of fatal 
accidents. Today it’s the traffic problem which 
the Civil Aeronautics Administration is trying 
to solve. 

In assuming air control over military planes, 
the CAA makes no reference to the recent col- 
lision in Washington which killed 55 persons. 
In that case the CAA’s control tower had con- 
trol over both the airliner and the military- 
tvpe’ plane, and officials are still trying to deter- 
mine what happened. 

But we said a few days ago that the only con- 
structive possibility in any air disaster is that it 
might lead to improvements in air safety. The 
CAA may now regulate flight patterns for all 
airplanes, civil or military, and the emphasis 
must be on the skyliners which carry the most 
persons. The airlines have priority. 
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More Rope for the Loan Lobby 


Five times this year the Missouri House had 
rejected extortionate interest rates. Before the 
sixth attempt, small-loan lobbyists tried to buy 
out some of their more resolute opponents. 

One of them visited Representative Mooney 
of Bloomfield. ‘He knew,” says Mooney, “I had 
a deed of trust on my house and told me how 
much I owed on it.” This man invited Mooney 
to prepare a legal opinion and held out the lure 
of a trip to Chicago to learn more about the 
loan business. 

Representative Boyd of Paris says a loan lob- 
byist was leading up to an employment offer 
when he stopped him. Representative Webster 
of Carthage says he was promised “$1000 of 
legal business each year for four years” if he 
would only help the lenders’ bill pass. This 
man, says Webster, “did what I suppose every 
bribe offerer does. He made the suggestion, 
leaving it to me to open the way. While I can’t 
say it was a bribe, I can’t see how else you 
could construe it.” 

If the lenders’ lobby is now skirting the edges 
of bribery, it is in the pattern of this pressure 
group’s behavior. It has repeatedly caused com- 
plaisant House leaders to flout the will of the 
House majority. Its propaganda drips crocodile 
tears akout hapless Missourians being victimized 
by “loan sharks.” But it still isn’t clear how 
the people will benefit if the Legislature merely 
makes excessive interest rates legal, so the 
House balked for the sixth time, and the loan 
lobby got more rope to hang itself in the end. 

Three St. Louis members—Representatives 


Columbo, Roos and Jennie Walsh—are to be 
commended for voting against the lenders’ sixth 
attempt. Thirteen other St. Louis members 
supported the attempt and may answer to their 
constituents as best they can. 
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Another Lewis Surprise 

John L. Lewis has always been full of sur- 
prises, but little that he has ever done is as sur- 
prising as the end of the coal strike after nearly 
eight weeks. 

The coal strike and the steel strike have run 
almost concurrently, and both mainly concerned 
the issue of welfare funds. But here any simi- 
larity ceased. The Government intervened in 
the steel dispute, through a fact-finding board. 
The steel union gave up wage demands to make 
a strong case for pensions, and now seems to be 
winning its case. ; 

Lewis, however, went his usual solitary way 
without federal interference. His mine workers’ 
pension fund had been largely dissipated. His 
unemployed miners had few reserves against the 
cost of living, and there was some evidence of 
disunity in his union. He never did state his 
demands publicly, and eventually all bargaining 
ceased. Finally he “postponed” the strike. 

This has created all kinds of speculation. Did 
the mine workers’ chief actually admit a weak- 
ness? Did he fear eventual imposition of the 
Taft-Hartley Act? Did the recent Supreme 
Court decision upholding contempt fines 
against Lewis and his union, under the Taft- 
Hartley law, affect his action? Or did he 
merely beat a strategic retreat until the steel 
industry was going full blast again and would 
demand coal at any cost? 

What Lewis said was that the back-to-work 
order will “contribute to public convenience.” 
Since the coal strike was progressing toward a 
national emergency, this part of Lewis’s state- 
ment is undeniable. If no one can explain 
Lewis's sudden action, everyone can hope that 
the coal dispute will be settled at the bargaining 
table. 
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The Disease of Fear 


There are three to five thousand cases of lep- 
rosy in this country—most of them undetected. 
Dr. Eugene Kellersberger, a missionary and lep- 
rolocist, noted this fact in an address here. How 
can so many cases of one disease exist without 
medical notice” 

One reason is that American physicians have 
had little experience with leprosy. It is en- 
demic only in a few semi-tropical areas in this 
country, and elsewhere is sometimes mistaken 
for other ailments. But more important than 
this factor is the reluctance of those who ‘have 
Hansen's disease to admit that they are “lepers.” 

The very word still holds the ancient Biblical 
taint. And ignorance of the disease has mace 
segregation of its victims the law or practice in 
nearly every state. The gallant Gertrude Horn- 
bostel, who contracted leprosy while a prisoner 
of the Japanese, once said that she was jailed 
like a shoplifter in San Francisco. She received 
no treatment until she voluntarily went to the 
National Lepresarium at Carville, La. 

Leprosy is not as contagious aS many more 
dangerous diseases, and may be treated with 
gulfone drugs. Recently physicians decided 
that Mes. Hornbostel could not communicate 
the disease, and she was released from Car- 
ville. She and Maj. Wornbostel went to New 
York because it was the one state in which they 
could live together, without segregation and 
with proper treatment. 

Possibly thousands of victims do not even 
know they have leprosy. But if they do, it’s 
small wonder that they refuse to submit to 
barbaric treatment which has survived from 
an unscientific past.

Protest From a Captive Listener 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Transit radio is an affliction visited on involuntary listeners, 
witness tells hearing in Washington; notes many cities have laws 
against noise as a public nuisance; persons who want to hear radio 
programs can do so at home without annoying those who do not.

I travel to and from my home and the 
District Building, a distance of between 
five and a half and six miles each way, on 
of the Capital Transit Co. I 
should like to express my opposition to 


vehicles 


_ raclios on streetcars and busses. 


In the first place, it must be recognized 
that practically all of the passengers on 
these vehicles are there from necessity, 


and hence constitute an involuntary audi- 


ence. A transportation utility has no 
moral right to force such sounds on such 
an audience; such procedure is not con- 
sistent with the public convenience and 
interest. 

No person should be forced to hear even 
his favorite compositions at such times as 
he prefers silence. It is not possible to 
ignore sounds that assail the ears. 

The advertising cards may be ignored by 
not looking at them, but there is no escape 
from the aggressions upon hearing. They 
interfere with the rights of passengers on 
public vehicles to converse, read, meditate 
or just sit, undisturbed by any sounds ex- 
cept those necessarily incident to transpor- 
tation. 

Naturally the broadcaster will crowd as 
many commercial announcements into a 
given period as the standards of the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission and the 
contract with the transit company will 
permit. The fact that they are of short 
duration makes them only slightly less ob- 
noxious than they would be if they were 
longer. 

A bus or streetcar, with 
changing level of background noise, is a 
wholly inappropriate place for radio recep- 
tion. In order for commercial announce- 
ments to be audible when the vehicles are 
in motion, they will necessarily be so loud 
when the vehicles are at a standstill to be 
extremely exasperating.

Not so with the transit broad- 
caster. Its audience cannot escape. 

The fact that sound can be a nuisance 
and an annoyance to those who do not 
want to hear it is indicated by the large 
number of municipalities that have passed 
regulations on the subject. The motivation 
for such ordinances was expressed by Jus- 
tice Reed in Kovacs v. Cooper, 1949: 


“The avowed and obvious purpose of 
these ordinances is to prohibit and mini- 
mize such sounds on or near the streets, 
since some citizens find the noise objec- 
tionable and to some degree an intcr- 
ference with the business or social activ- 
ities in which they are engaged or the 
quiet they would like to enjoy.” 

I am informed that the transit company 
has taken one or more polls of public 
sentiment. Polls have lost a good deal of 
caste since Nov. 2, 1948. Aside from that, 
however, a poll under the circumstances is 
not significant. 

Even if I and other persons who take a 
like position were in the minority, it would 
not follow that anyone has a right to an- 
noy us, because more people can be found 
who are not annoyed. We do not seek to 
prevent anybody from listening to these 
programs; by the same token, we do not 
want to be compelled to listen to them. 


It is not as though the only opportunity 
afforded for listening to the radio pro- 
grams is on the busses and cars. Those 
who like them have plenty of other oppor- 
tunities for listening, and the cost of pri- 
vate radio receivers is within the reach 
of practically all.

Dou glas Resigns

When the Judicial Commission comes to 
nominating men to fill Judge Douglas’ 
Supreme Court post it will have quite an 
assignment. In the case of Judge Douglas 
circumstances and fine ability have com- 
bined to give him unusual standing with 
the Missouri public. After all the years of 
service he has given nobody can quibble 
over his decision to resign for private law 
practice. But nothing short of a top-notch 
replacement will take the edge off the loss. 

When Gov. Stark first named Judge 
Douglas to the highest state court the ap- 
pointment received more than usual pub- 
lic approval. The following year the name 
Douglas became a state-wide symbol of 
court integrity as opposed to politics. The 
old political system still ruled in Missouri 
and in 1938 Douglas was forced to run for 
election. In order to punish Gov. Stark 
the Kansas City machine set out to defeat 
his former appointee. This meant a major 
fight in the Democratic primary where the 
machine was still powerful. 

The idea of attacking a judge in order 
to get even’ with a Governor outraged 
thousands of Missouri voters and Douglas 
won a sweeping victory. No doubt the at- 
tempted purge had a great deal to do with 
the public demand for the nonpartisan 
court plan two years later. 

@n the bench Judge Douglas has been 
far more than a symbol of nonpolitical 


justice. He has a fine judicial tempera- 
ment and a keen mind, qualities that have 
contributed to his outstanding record. 

In his resignation Judge Douglas lauded 
the Missouri high court as one of the best 
in the country. We believe his appraisal 
is factually correct, not simply a gracious 
statement. Our court is a body of capable 
men protected in their work by the non- 
partisan court plan. Missouri has more 
reason to be proud of its Supreme Court 
than the average person has realized. And 
Douglas has ranked with the best on such 
a court.

Between Book Ends 


Mr. Flynn Smells a Plot 


THE ROAD AHEAD: AMERICA'S CREEPING REVO- 
LUTION, by John T. Fiynn. (Devin-Adeir Co. New 
York, 160 pgs., $2.50.) 

In this book, John T. Flynn essays the 
role of a Jeremiah and bids farewell to 
the United States as the home of the brave 
and the land of the free. Within the next 
decade, he predicts, Fabian Socialists will 
take over all enterprises controlling credit, 
power, transportation, coal, steel, export 
and import trade as well as all insurance 
functions, with socialized medicine bring- 
ing up the rear. What then remains of 
private enterprise will be tormented with 
threats of a straitjacket. 

Growing sulphurous at times, Mr. Flynn 
not only tosses caution to the wind but 
heaves logic out of the window. However, 
it is comforting to have him say that 
lamentations over the Red Peril may cease, 
as of today. American Communists, he as- 
serts, are merely a miscellaneous menagerie 
of social philosophers who are neither 
mentally nor numerically strong enough 
to constitute a threat. 

While the ultimate goal is Communism, 
of course, the United States need not worry 
for the present, says 
the consoling Mr. 
Flynn. The drive for 
federal control is 
spear-headed by what 
the author calls the 
“National Planners,” 
who expect to catch 
the United States 
just as the Fabian 
Socialists caught 
Britain — with its 
guards down. The 
National Planners, 
says Mr, Flynn, wrap 
themselves in a 
John T. Flynn Mantle of anti-Com- 

munism but are mis- 
sionaries for Socialism, which he says is 

“just a station on the line to Russian Come 

munism, the grand terminal.” 

American Fabians and their revolution- 
ary confederates, Flynn charges, are at- 
tempting to divide the American people in 
a plot to conquer the naiion. Catholic is 
set against Protestant and Protestant 
against Catholic; both against the Jew, the 
Jew against both and the Negro against 
the whites. 

Flynn would have his readers believe 
there is actually little, if any, discrimina- 
tion against the Negro in the Sotith, and 
asserts that stories to the contrary are 
figments of the imagination. “It is a 
fact,” he writes, “that most all of the 
publicity about outrages against the Ne- 
groes in the South has originated in the 
propaganda agencies of the Communist 
trouble-makers.” 

In his polyglot of conspirators, Flynn 
lists American labor leaders, politicians, 
and, the most formidable of all, the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, embracing 142,354 Protestant 
congregations with 27,000,000 members. The 
generalissimo of this mighty Protestant 
army that seeks to capture the United 
States is Bishop G. Bromley Oxnam, the 
distinguished Methodist churchman, who 
is a Socialist and Communist-front man, 
according to Flynn. Bishop Oxnam is ably 
assisted by many other noted Protestant 
clergymen, Flynn notes. 

It seems paradoxical, to say the least, 
to assert that Protestants are in a con- 
spiracy-to take over the Federal Govern- 
ment, and that their success will be fol- 
lowed by the liquidation of religion. But 
there is quite a bit of this book that doesn’t 
make sense.

PHOENIX, Ariz., Nov. 10 (AP) 
—An eight-months fight against 
cancer has come to an end for 
Bobby Byers. 


The 4-year-old youngster, who 
touched a nation’s heatt with a 
plea for mail, died in Good Sa- 
marifan Hospital last night.

Composers rep- 
resented on last night’s program 
were Torelli, Lully, Rameau, Pur- 
cell, Francois Couperin, John 
Blow and Johann Reinken. Most 
of these composers have been 
heard by modern audiences, but in 
transcriptions, so this perform- 
ance was a partial recapture of 
a lost realm of tonal values. 

The

The ABCC was created in Octo- 
ber, 1946, when a-five-man com- 
mission was designated to make 
a detailed report on the possibil- 
ities of long-term study of the 
A-bomb’s effects on its survivors.

In addition, the ABCC employs 
450 Japanese doctors, technicians 
and nurses. 

At present the ABCC is oper- 


| ating from temporary quarters in 


Hiroshima, with other installations 
in Nagaski and Kyre. 
Laboratory Being Built. 
However, a $500,000 laboratory 
is scheduled for completion by 
next spring. It is being built in 
a former Japanese burial] ground 
on a hill overlooking Hiroshima. 
Just how long does the ABCC 
expect to continue its research? 
“We talk in terms of 10 to 20 
years,” said Col. Tessmer. “Pre- 
sumably, if the investment pays 
ABCC will continue beyond 
that point. Just remember that 
the success or failure of this pro- 
gram depends to a very large 
extent on the coDperation of the 
Japanese,” Col. Tessmer said. “So 
far, Japanese doctors and citi- 
zens have co-operated admirably.” 
Tessmer, whose home is in 
Washington, D. C., has been asso- 
ciated with atomic energy since 


1946, when he went to Bikini 
as a safety officer for Operations 
Crossroads.

Russian wood 
made it possible for the British 
fleet to defeat the Spanish Ar- 
mada. 

Purpose of Campaign. 

The campaign, though draped 

in ideological terms, had no more 
to do with Communism than the 
British fleet, made of superior 
Czarist Russian wood, or Niagara 
Falls, which committed the sin 
of not being where Lake Baikal 
is. 
Prof. S. Kovalev revealed its 
purpose at a public lecture. Pa- 
triotism, he said, was necessary to 
arouse the Soviet citizen to per- 
form self-sacrificing work and to 
contribute to the solution of prob- 
lems. 

The aim then, was to maintain 
wartime patriotism and national- 
ism during the postwar period 
as an instrument to mobilize the 
Soviet masses for new battles— 
the internal one of production 
and the international one of ex- 
tending the cause of Russia, 
carefully identified with the 
cause of Communism. Patriot- 
ism’ helped the poor worker to 


divert his mind from personal 
problems and to concentrate on 
the bigger, impersonal ones. 

If it was necessary to rewrite 
history to inflame patridtism and 
nationalism, there were precedents 
for this. The Bolshevists once 
damned the Russian Czars even 
more than the bourgeois foreign- 
ers. By reinstating some of the 
Czars they indicated the direction 
the new Russian nationalism 
would take. 

Movies of Czars Made. 

Stalin authorized motion picture 
productions of both Ivan the Ter- 
rible and Peter the Great. These 
two rulers had been powerful, had 
conquered and had expanded the 
might of Holy Russia. They had 
earned the respect of a ‘successor 
'who had become more powerful 
than either. The movie producers 
paid tribute to all three by draw- 
ing a parallel between the present 
and the previous powerful rulers 
of Russia. 

Recently Peter the Great, like 
Alexandrov and others, fell from 
the Kremlin's favor. He was out 
of step with the current line 
against dealing with foreigners 
and was condemned at a public 
lecture on charges of having been 
the first to introduce Western 
fashions and ideas. 

Though Peter has fallen from 
‘favor, there is no reason to be- 
lieve the same fate has overtaken 
Ivan. As far as is known, Ivan 
the Terrible is still in good stand- 
ing.

Another bid of glad tidings, this 
time for lovers of fine cheese. We 
a@re told by a cheese dealer that 
the price of imported cheeses 
Should come down, due to the 
lower exchange rate. The first 
Shipments of imports since the 
change in rates are just now hit- 
ting the retail markets, so look 
for a better deal on your favorite 
cheese. 

Not yet in the retail shops, but 
coming in time for holiday festivi- 
ties, are little individual Gouda 
cheese. They would brighten a 
dinner table if used as favors, or 
be an addition to any baskets of 
food you may plan for Christmas 
giving. We have seen a sample, 
and a cunning thing it was—about 
the size of a large onion and hav- 
ing the typical gay red covering of 
Goudas. 

We mentioned a few weeks ago 
that the hurricane had effected 
the shrimp grounds in the Gulf, 
but we are told that the shrimp 
shipments are coming through 
again in almost normal! quantities.

With turkey one of the bargain 
meats, there is no reason why 
every family that enjoys turkey 
should not get its fill this year. 
A large turkey poses a problem 
unless it is to be the main course 
for a large family dinner.

Basic Flavors of Foods Can 
Be Enhanced With 
Seasonings. 


Discovery of a new food flavor 
by any cook is always a thrill. A 
door is open on brand new taste 
possibilities. Yet, very often the 
ingredients for delicious new 
foods are right on the home- 
maker’s shelves, if she only knew 
how to put them together. 

Some idea of the horizons in 
food flavor can be judged from 
the fact that there are more than 
16 million combinations possible 


from 24 basic spices, seeds and

add flour, salt and pepper. Drain

Many blends of seasonings are 
put on the market and become 
accepted as household staples. 

For the homemaker floundering 
around in the sea of seasonings, 


it is important to understand a 
few simple facts. 
Fiavor Origin. 

The flavor of foods comes from 
“inside” and “outside.” If you 
study a recipe, you will see that 
some of the flavor is contributed 
by the food itself, and some by ex- 
ternal seasoning agents which ac- 


cent the flavor of the food. Meats, 
fish, fruits, vegetables, all have 
flavors of their own. Sometimes 
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their flavors are combined, as in| 
the case of steak and onions, or 
fish and lemon juice. Garlic, leeks, 
shallots, chives, celery, parsley, all 
are vegetables, and all have dis- 
tinctive seasoning properties. 

The basis of the most important 
“outside” seasonings are individ- 
ual spices, seeds and herbs which 
are parts of plants. Ginger is a 
root. Cinnamon is a bark. Cloves 
are unopened buds. Caraway is a 
seed. Sage is a leaf. Spices may 
be used individually, or combined 
in recipes, or in carefully-bal- 
anced commercial blends such as 
chili powder or curry powder, or 
combined with any other category 
of seasoning to make a condiment 
such as prepared mustard or 
catsup. 

In experimenting with season- 
ings, the homemaker should know 
one very important fact which will 
tend to give her a freer hand. It 
is simply that she can vary the 
quantity of “outside” seasonings at 
will within the framework of any 
good recipe, without changing the 
chemistry of the cooking.

The program was directed by 
19 area medical administrators 
who make the arrangements 
with doctors, hospitals and drug 
Stores. These area administra- 
tors have their headquarters in 
Beckley, Charlestown and Mor- 
gantown, W. Va.; Johnstown 
and Pittsburgh, Pa.; Knoxville, 
Tenn.; Louisville, Ky.; Birming- 
ham, Ala., St. Louis and Denver. 
Bills were reviewed by the area 
offices and sent to the Washing- 
ton headquarters for payment.

ical care or hospitalization was 

given the following instructions: 
“Select a doctor from the list 

available at your local union.

As evidence of the need for 
the health program, Dr. Draper 
said the death rate for coal 
miners was 50 per cent higher 
than the national average, or 
15.1 per 1000 against 10 per 1000. 
The average age at death for 
miners, for whom $1000 death 
benefits were paid from the 
fund, was 55.8 years, against an 
average for the whole popula- 
tion of 64.2. Over a period of 
years the average number of 
miners accidentally killed was 
1981 annually, and the number 
injured, 66,968.

lack of public health measures 
and medical service in mining 
communities, Dr. Draper said.

Other PAC Points.

FLYING STILL FURTHER in the face of cur- 
rent trends, Hopalong doesn’t yodel through his 
nos¢, he doesn’t play a git-tar as he rides along, 
and his horse doesn’t do any tricks. In short 
he is just plain cowboy, and it may be one of 
the reasons for his growing popularity. It is 
possible that even small children sense some- 
thing incongruous in a cowboy who, at crucial 
moments, whips out a guitar instead of a trusty 
six-shooter and breaks into song. 

Boyd, who has been in the movies fer some 
30 years, has been playing Hopalong for 15 years 
now and after talking to him for a while one 
gets the feeling that he no longer thinks of him- 
self as William Boyd, actor, but rather as Hop- 
along Cassidy, cowhand.

“THIS GUY IS a little different from the usual 
run of movie cowboys,” he explains. “He was 
a popular character in books and short stories 
for a good many years before he got into the 
movies. I took the character and added my own 
character to it. It happens I like kids—I mean 
really like them. I see no faults in them, and I 
give them credit for intelligence. Maybe that’s 
one reason they like me. If grown-ups would 
have more respect for children, maybe children 
would .have more respect for them. Most West- 
ern pictures are made on the premise that chil- 
dren are idiots.”

has maintained a high standard of quality in his 
pictures and that he is attentive to details.

THE WAVE OF POPULARITY upon which 
Boyd is now riding Was started a couple of years 
ago by television. For a good many years Hop- 
along was a stable and popular Western hero, 
but he stood slightly in the shadow of a couple 
of others. But when television came along he 
had something the others didn’t have. Boyd had 
purchased the teievision rights to 54 Hopalong 
pictures he had made over the years. Further- 
more, two years ago he formed his own produc- 
ing company, and has made 12 more movies, 
which, of course, he also owns. 

The first Hopalong Cassidy pictures appeared 
on television in Los Angeles two years ago. They 
were an instantaneous success with the small 
fry, and they started spreading across the coun- 
try. With a new audience running into the mil- 
lions, Hopalong immediately became big business.

the radid. She starts absently 
thumbing through her collection 
of recipes with trembling thumbs, 
and wonders which procedure to 
follow this time. 

Even more strongly affected is 
Birdie the Bride, who has never 
been through this thing before. 
She hasn’t collected any recipes 
for cooking a wild duck (if the 
truth were known, she would 
never have married Philbert if 
she had even suspected him to be 
the duck-hunting type) and she 
doesn’t know which way to turn. 

Mrs. Printwhistle, who lives, 
next door, tells her to stuff it 
with sauerkraut and anchovies 
and she’ll never know she’s eating 
duck. Mrs. Grewbish, who lives 
down the street, tells her to fill 
the bird with a dressing made of 
equa] portions of tapioca and beer. 
Birdie hears talk of duck presses 
and other paraphernalia, and by 
the time friend husband is due 
home with the ducks she’s in such 
a panic she is unable to face it. 
She has gone home to mother. 

So friend husband winds up by 
cooking the duck himself, which, 
as a matter of fact, is the ob- 
vious solution to this annual prob- 
lem, The cooking of a duck, the 
same as the shooting of it, is a 
man’s business. So if any of you 
duck hunters don’t know how, 
now is the time to complete your 
education. 
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THERE ARE TWO ASPECTS 
of cooking a duck about which 
much has been said and written. 
One is, how long it should be 
cooked; the other is, whether it 
should be plucked wet or dry. 

There is a lot of fancy talk 
about a 10-minute duck being the 
gourmet’s delight, and the rawer 
the duck the more epicurean the 
eater’s taste; but sit down to a 
10-minute duck sometime and 
you will agree that there is no

more reason why wild duck 
should be served raw than any 
other fowl. A wild duck should be 
cooked from 15 to 20 minutes, 
depending on size. 


The business of picking a duck 
dry is not, on the other hand, 
an epicurean conceit. There is 
sound reasoning behind it. The 
meat of a wild duck is extremely 
delicate. The scalding water used 
for wet-plucking will cook the 
meat to some extent and alter its 
flavor. Here is a trick for making 
the job easier and faster. Pour 
melted paraffin over the duck and 
let it harden. When you break it 


off most of the feathers, including 
the down, will come off with it. 
And while dealing with the fun- 
damentals, wild ducks, with the 
exception of the mallard, are fish 
eatefs. Precautions should be 
taken to remove or at ‘east re- 
duce the fishy or muddy flavor. 


A simple and effective way to 
cook a wild duck is to stick a few 
stalks of celery in the cavity, rub 
the duck with salt and pepper and 
olive oil, and put it in a broiler 
which has already reached 500 
degrees. Let it brown quickly, 
then reduce the heat a bit. 

Equally simple: put a _ scant 


tablespoon of current jelly, or 
half a dozen cranberries inside, 
season with salt and pepper, lard 
the duck with slices of bacon or 
pork faf, and broil it like you 
would a chicken.

ROAST WILD DUCK with wild 
rice is a traditional dish which 
calls up visions of high living. 
However, its not beyond the reach 
of anyone who has a duck and 
some wild rice, 

Like this: 

When the duck is cleaned, rub 
a tablespoon of soda well into the 
skin then rinse well with warm 
water inside and out. Drain the 
duck, and start to work on the 
stuffing. Pour one and one-third 
cups of wild rice slowly into two 
quarts of toiling water, to which 
one teaspoon of salt has been 
added. Boil for 20 minutes, lifting 
the rice from time to time with a 
fork. Drain it well. 

Melt a fourth of a cup of butter 
in a heavy skillet and saute lightly 
therein one-half cup of finely 
chopped onions and the duck liver, 
also finely chopped. Add a half 
cup of finely chopped celery, three- 
fourths of a teaspoon of salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon of pepper and one- 
fourth cup of giblet broth. 

The broth is made by boiling the 
giblets and neck in two cups of 
water with three-fourths of a tea- 
spoon of salt, half a carrot and 
half an onion. 

Now, pour the contents of the 
skillet over the wild rice and mix 
it well. Then we return to the bird. 
Sprinkle about one teaspoon of 
salt in the cavity, and fill the bird 
lightly with the stuffing. Place 
breast up on a trivet in a roasting 
pan, coyer tightly and roast in a 
moderate oven — 350 degrees — for 
two and a half hours. Then re- 
move the cover and continue roast- 
ing for one hour, or until brown 
on all sides and tender. M-m-m. 
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THE PURPOSE of the soda in 
the above recipe is to remove the 
fishy taste from the duck. There 
are some who fancy they don't 
care for the flavor thus achieved, 
and they do it like this: Quarter 
an apple and place it, along with 
a piece of celery and a small peeled 
onion, in the cavity, cook it that 
way for 30 minutes, remove and 
then fill the duck with the wild 
rice dressing.

Word for It

UESTION: We need some ad- 
¢. vice in determining a point of 

usage. Our English class can- 
not decide whether to use a plural 
or singular verb following “what” 
in such sentences as, “What we 
need (is? are?) more good text- 
books.” We cannot find the an- 
swer in our school grammar. 

Answer: The “what” construc- 
tion puzzles many good writers; 
and the obscure, Latinized lan- 
guage of the grammar books 
serves only to increase our confu- 
sion. 

Let us look at it this way: The 
relative pronoun “what” is always 
followed by a singular construc- 
tion, for “what’ is equivalent to 
“that which” or “the thing which.” 

Let us regard “what we need” 
as a noun-clause. It actually is 
the subject of the sentence, and 
expresses the idea of “our need,” 
which is singular, as if we were 
to say, {Our need is for more 
good textbooks.” 

Or, to put jt still another way, 
“what” is equivalent to “that 
which,” and “that,” of course, is 
plainly singular and takes a sin- 
gular verb, thus: That which we 
need is... 

These sentences are correct: 

What Europe needs is food and 
clothing. 

What I expect is co-operation 
and friendship. 

What we hope for is many years 
of peace. 

What we bought was groceries 
only. 

Note also that in some construc- 
tions “all” has a meaning that is 
equivalent to “that which,” as: 

All that we need is more good 
textbooks. 

All that we saw was pine trees. 

All that we hopé for is peace 
and justice. 

Likewise, notice the singular 
verb in such constructions as: 

It is the Germans whom we de- 
feated. 

It was the Romans who built 
the aqueduct. 

It is they who sent us the books.

I am sure that 
Republicans and Democrats alike 
fee] confident that he will repre- 
sent them all well in the Senate. 
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I WAS HAPPY ALSO to con- 
gratulate Mayor William O’Dwyer 
on his re-election.

Preparing Plaster for Paint. 

AYBE the reason more people 
Meon' run around painting in- 

terior plaster walls is that you 
have to do so much to the wall 
before you ever get around to dip- 
ping a brush into the paint. 

For instance, it the walls were 
papered or coated with calcimine, 
these have to come off. Warm 
water will do the trick in both 
cases, The walls must be washed 
clean before any type of paint 
goes on and here you can use a 
mild paint cleaning compound. 

The next thing to worry about 
are those cracks. The iarge ones 
can be filled with patching plas- 
ter. After the patch is hard, ap 
ply ag many coats to it as are 
necessary to kill the suction. If 
you don’t, then when the regular 
paint goes over the patch, the 
patch will stand out like any- 
thing. Smaller size cracks can be 
filled with white lead thinned with 
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into the opening with a cloth. 
Very fine hair line cracks can be 
filled with linseed oi] thinned with 
turpentine. 


If there are any spots on the 
plaster that Were caused by water, 
then these require specia] treat- 
ment. Dust off any of the loose 
Plaster and then apply some zinc- 
oxide to the area. When this is 
dry apply a couple of coats of 
aluminum paint.

purpose flour, three teaspoons 
baking powder, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-fourth cup sugar, one- 
fourth cup butter or margarine 
or vegetable shortening, one cup 
quick-cooking rolled oats, one egg, 
one cup milk.

Beat the egg with 
a rotary beater or electric mixer 
thoroughly, add milk and beat 
again to combine; add to flour 
mixture, stirring only until dry 
ingredients are moistened.

(425 degrees F.) oven for 15 to 25 
minutes, depending on size of 
muffins.

That Man Lewis 


F.D.R.s 6 Words That Started Feud

CHAPTER FIVE. 

OHN L. LEWIS demanded his 
J pound of flesh in 1937. Twice 

Franklin D. Roosevelt displayed 
an empty cupboard for labor and 
left Lewis hanging by his own 
hide. To Lewis this was the rank- 
est perfidy. 

In 1933 he had felt that the 
President was indecisive, procras- 
tinating and lacked a deep sym- 
pathy for labor, but thought, 
nevertheless, that he was honest. 

Now Lewis lost faith in Roose- 
velt’s integrity. He believed that 
the President had fleeced his 
United Mine Workers of nearly a 
million dollars. 

If Roosevelt did not express his 
appreciation at a time as fresh 
in his memory as only two months 
after his re-election, the prospects 
of real support for the future were 
dim. Lewis was contemptuous. 

“It was during January of 1937,” 
he said, “when we were locked in 
fatal conflict with General Motors 
that I discovered the depths of 
deceit, the rank dishonesty and 
doublecrossing character of Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt.” 

Hostility was not monopolized 
by Lewis. Roosevelt, during an 
interview with Max Lerner, New 
York educator and journalist, once 
said: 

“You know, Max, this fs really 
a great country. The framework 
of democracy is so strong and so 
elastic that it can get along and 
absorb both a Huey Long and a 
John L. Lewis.” 

When this statement was 
peated to Lewis, he snapped: 

“The statement is incomplete. It 
should also include ‘And a Frank- 
lin Delano Roosevelt.’” 

Six simple words — “Disregard 
whatever Mr. Lewis tells you” — 
started the deadly feud between 
Roosevelt and Lewis, 

They were spoken over the tele- 
phone by President Roosevelt to 
Michigan’s Gov. Frank Murphv 
during the tumultuous General 
Motors sit-down strike. 

It was on Thursday, Jan. 21, 
1937, that Lewis made the first de- 
mand for his pound of flesh. 

“The Administration asked labor 
for help to repel an attack and la- 
bor gave its help,” he said. “The 
same economic royalists now have 
their fangs in labor. 

“The workers of this country ex- 
pect the Administration to help 
the workers in every legal way 
and to support the workers in 
General Motors plants.” 

Here was Lewis’sS open bid for 
payment of the vast sums contri- 
buted by the UMW to Roosevelt's 
campaign. 

Roosevelt, smarting under Lew- 
is’s pressure to get him involved 
in the strike, tartly commented: 

“Of course, I think in the inter- 
ests of peace and that there come 
moments when statements, con- 
versations and headlines are not 
in order.” 

“Roosevelt Rebukes Lewis,” 
headlines said. 

Lewis turned it aside. 

“We have ample evidence here,” 
he said, “that in the end the 
President will do what he thinks 
is necessary. We think that the 
President thinks about as we do 
on these things.” 

Lewis directly dared the Presi- 
dent to repudiate him, knowing 
full -well that he couldn’t afford 
to do so. 
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ASHINGTON strike negotia- 
W tions or rather lack of nego- 

tiations, began to resemble a 
Gilbert and Sullivan operetta. On 
Monday, Roosevelt would spank 
the union, on Friday he would 
spank General Motors, and all 
other days he would turn somer- 
saults to stay out of the whole 
mess. 

Lewis arrived in Detroit on Feb. 
3. It is reliably reported that 
Gov. Murphy immediately _in- 
formed him that President Roose- 
velt wanted the strike ended. 
Lewis was dumbfounded. He told 
Murphy: 

“T was given to understand by 
the President before I left Wash- 
ington that the sit-down strikers 
could continue to sit as far as he 
was concerned. He said, ‘Let them 
sit, John.’” 

“Look,” replied Murphy, “the 
President has told me one thing 
and now you tell me that he told 
you just the opposite. I don’t in- 
tend being caught in the middle. 
T’ll call the President and you 
can listen in on an extension.” 

“Murphy quoted Lewis's report 
to the President and Roosevelt 
replied: 

“Disregard whatever Mr. Lewis 
tells you.” 

Those words plowed a field of 
bitter hatred. Lewis charged that 
Roosevelt had acted dishonorably 
by violating his given word and 
by not extending expected support 
to the CIO in its hour of trial. 

The question might be raised, 
“What or how much support 
would have compromised the ‘ex- 
pected’ support?” 

When one remembers that sit- 
down strikes were so illlegal and 
revolutionary no recognized labor 
leader, except Lewis, dared to 
sanction them, it might well have 
been expecting too much to have 
Roosevelt openly support strikers 
engaged in a tactic so unprece- 
dented. It could be argued that 
passing condoning of the strike or

non-intervention was a great deal 
of support, 

Secretary of Labor Frances Per- 
kins told Roosevelt's attitude: 

“Well, it is illegal, but what law 
are they breaking? The law of 
trespass, and that is about the 
only law that could be invoked. 


“And what do you do when a 
man trespasses on your property? 

“Sure, you order him off. You 
get the sheriff to order him off 
if he tries to pitch a tent in your 
field without your permission. | 

“If he comes on your place to 
steal, why, you have him for theft, 
of course. 

“But shooting it out and killing 
a lot of people because they have 
violated the law of trespass some- 
how offends me. I just don’t see 
that as the answer. The punish- 
ment doesn’t fit the crime. There 
must be another way.” 


Here, then, were two great lead- 
ers distrusting each other, yet 
harnessed by public opinion. 


“ Lewis had staked everything on 
the CIO and the power of the 
President would be a telling fac- 
tor in the pace and actual suc- 
cess of the organizing drive. 

He decided that if he and the 
C1O did not have the warm sup- 
port and blessing of the White 
House, he must proceed as though 
he and the union had. Because 
of Lewis’s overabundant political 
campaign contributions, the av- 
erage American assumed that the 
strong man of labor would be 
in enormous favor with the Ad- 
ministration. Like a veteran jug- 
gler, Lewis tried to manipulate 
events to the advantage of the 
cio. 

Roosevelt, too, publicly simu- 
lated strong friendship for Lewis. 
As the champion of the common 
man, he could not afford the 
shock of a break with the idol- 
ized champion of the most mili- 
tant section of the labor move- 
ment. 

Thus both men played their role 
of mutual affection and unshake- 
able alliance in the public «spot- 
light, but behind the scenes things 
were different. 

One of the phenomena of the 
age was the curtain of silence 
which so successfully cloaked the 
depths of bitterness and hostile 
maneuverings between them. 

Roosevelt’s double-cross in the 
GM strike etched a new picture 
of the President in Lewis’s mind. 
Lewis was deeply angered with 
what he now felt to be one of 
the greatest hoaxes ever perpe- 
trated on the organized labor 
movement. 

To the public, Roosevelt pre- 
sented a figure of forthright cour- 
age, high principles, decisive ac- 
tion, strong convictions and devo- 
tion to the working man. Lewis 
Was convinced that he was’ deal-

ing with an individiial who in 
reality was convictiorfless, unprin- 
cipled, weak and vaccillating, a 
man to whom the labor movement 
was an intriguing toy with which 
to indulge his capriciousness. 

Throyghout the spring and sum- 
mer of 1937 the CIO was gripped 
in a titanic struggle with Big Steel 
to force the recognition of the 
union, Lewis again looked to the 
Great White Father of Labor for 
support. 

It came on June 30 when Roose- 
velt expressed his hostile reaction 
to the CIO and the steel industry 
with his quotation of Shakespeare, 
“A plague on both your houses.” 

Friends of Lewis said his face 
resembled a black thundercloud 
when he was informed of Roose- 
velt’s remark. This public rebuff, 
coming on the heels of the galling 
experience in the General Motors 
strike, was too much for Lewis. 
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HE President, apprehensive 

of the resentment to his com- 

ment, tried to relieve the ten- 
sion by sending out word that he 
meant not the steel industry and 
the CIO but those segments of 
business which refused to bargain 
collectively and those labor groups 
which were engaging in violence. 
The attempted apology was a 
weak gesture which only irritated 
Lewis more. 

Lewis lashed back 
day speech: 

“Labor next year cannot avoid 
the necessity of political assay of 
the work and deeds of its so-called 
friends and its political benefi- 
ciaries., 

“It must determine who are its 
friends in the arena of politics and 
elsewhere. It feels that its cause 
is Just and that its friends should 
not view its struggle with neutral 
detachment or intone constant 
Criticism of its activities. 

“Those who chant the praises 
of democracy but who lost no 
chance to drive their knives into 
labor's defenseless back must feel 
the weight of labor’s woe even as 
its open apiversaries must ever feel 
the thrust of labor’s power. 

“Labor, like Israel, has many 
SOrrows. 

“Its women weep for their fallen 
and they lament for the future 
of the children of the race. It ill 
behooves one who has supped at 
labor’s table and who has been 
sheltered in labor’s house to curse 
with equal fervor and fine impar- 
tiality both labor and its adver- 
saries when they become locked 
in deadly embrace.” 

The mounting tension between 
Roosevelt and Lewis eased off in 
1938. But, on another flank, a 
group of Southern Senators com- 
bined with the Republicans to tor- 
pedo a flotilla of Roosevelt-spon- 
sored legislation. The President 
was angered. 

In his wrath he determined to

“purge” the spearhead of his oppo- 
sition, Senators Millard E. Tydings 
of Maryland, Walter F. George of 
Georgia and “Cotton Ed” Smith of 
South Carolina. Political chiefs of 
the Democratic party, however, 
frowned on Roosevelt’s purge plans 
and denied him financial co-op- 
eration. 


In desperate need of funds, 
Roosevelt turned to Lewis. Once 
again, Lewis opened*the coffers of 
the United Mine Workers and set 
the stage for an ironic perform- 
ance. 

A major beneficiary was the 
Roosevelt faction in Maryland 
which had for one of its leaders a 
Congressman named T. Alan 
Goldsborough. Goldsborough later 
was rewarded by the President for 
his loyalty with a federal appoint- 
ment as a jurist. This was the 
same Judge T. Alan Goldsborough 
who nine years later fined John L. 
Lewis and his union $3,500,000 for 
contempt of court. 


It was one of the many instances 
where Lewis extended help with 
an open hand only to be repaid 
with a closed fist. 

During the purge action, Roose- 
velt found that his friend and de- 
voted supporter, Senator Alben 
Barkley of Kentucky, was facing 
defeat at the polis. Lewis con- 
tributed a large sum of money to 
Barkley’s campaign. 

He spurned the representatives 
of the President and refused to 
make a donation unless Roosevelt 
himself personally requested it. 
The President telephoned Lewis 
from Albuquerque, N.M. 

In the light of Lewis's opinion 
of Roosevelt, one might ask why 
Lewis came to his aid. From a 
cursory point of view, it might 
seem like throwing good money 
after bad. 

With one contribution Lewis ex- 
pected to achieve two objectives. 
Making the donation upon Roose- 
velt’s personal appeal. he _ de- 
manded gratitude from the Presi- 
dent and _ political co-operation 
from Barkley. Barkley was the 
Democratic whip in the Senate 
and could shepherd legislation in 
which Lewis was vitally 
ested. And, on a power basis, 
Lewis was laying the foundation 
for Roosevelt’s support when he 


would propose that the CIO or- | 


ganize the workers on WPA. 

In spite of Lewis's strong feel- 
ings against the President, he still 
hadn’t abandoned the hope that 
Roosevelt might yet deliver the 


kind of support that Lewis ex- | 


pected. 


Barkley was re-elected. But the 


purge failed and was forgotten; 
as far as Lewis was concerned, s0 

were he and his contributions. 
By 1939, Lewis was on the move 
to establish a third political party. 
The building of Labor’s Non- 
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Partisan League with UMW funds 
had been his first step. The or- 
ganization of the WPA was to be 
his second. 

The WPA had become a signifi- 
cant part of the Democratic party. 
Its workers, added to the CIO and 
Labor’s Non-Partisan League, 
would provide a base for a third 
party or serve as a Trojan horse 
within the Democratic party. 

Lewis -had assumed, as had 
everyone else, that with the ex- 
piration of the second term Roose- 
velt would fade into the shadows 
of the quasi-public life of all ex- 
Presidents. 

He wanted to secure labor’s po- 
sition. But Harry Hopkins, the 
“assistant President,” vehemently 
opposed organization of the WPA 
and it was largely on his recom- 
mendation that Roosevelt rejected 


Lewis was livid with rage. He 
had contributed generously to 
Roosevelt’s Southern purge to in- 
fluence a favorable decision, and 
now he felt that again he had 
been betrayed. He was determined 
that he was completely finished 
with supporting Roosevelt. 

The situation was unique. Both 
Lewis and Roosevelt laid claim 
to the loyalty of the CIO mem- 
bers, their families, their friends 
and hundreds of thousands of 
progressive liberals. 
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OTH Roosevelt and Lewis were 
B ine champions of this powerful 

segment of the population. They 
were penned together in a prison 
of joint popularity, caught in the 
embrace of the popular concep- 
tion of their role of unity for the 
working man. 

The fact that the New Deal 
dream had become a nightmare 
between them didn’t even begin 
to pierce the public imagination. 

It is dubious whether Roose- 
velt or Lewis ever really believed 
that an open break could come in 
spite of their mutual hatred and 
fear of each other. Apparently 
their relationship was beyond 
their control. 

To the coal miner in the pit, 
the steel worker in the mill, the 
packing house worker in the 
slaughter house, the lumber work- 
er in the great Northwest, the 
toiler in New York’s dark sub- 
ways, Franklin D. Roosevelt was 
not only the greatest President 
they had even known, but the 
greatest friend they had ever had. 

And John L. Lewis was their 
heroic knight in shining armor 
who was leading them out of the 
economic jungle to the promised 
land. 

The workers and the liberals 
had set up their holy twins. So 
it was that when the break event- 
ually came it hit with the force 
of a bombshell. For weeks after- 
ward, men were shaking their 
heads in dazed, incredulous dis- 
belief, 

The rotting fabric of the Roose- 
velt-Lewis garment was too weak 
to hold the disastrous weight of 
the President’s rejection of WPA 
organization. 

The last thread snapped.

At this ‘comparatively early 
point, South was able to count 
his right-hand opponent for seven 
hearts and two diamonds, and he 
now proceeded to complete the 
count as best he could. He cashed 
the spade ace, led to the spade 
king, and rufted dummy’s last 
spade, carefully observing that 
East followed suit throughout. 

Now South knew that East had 
held twelve cards (at least) in the 
heart, spade and diamond suits; 
consequently he could not have 
more than one club. That club, 
of course, might be tie queen, 
but with West having held six 
clubs originally, as against East's 
one, the chances were precisely 
six to one that the queen was 
held by West! If that was so, it 
would be ruinous to lead a low 
club to the king in an effort to 
drop the queen.

November 11th, 1949, is the thirty-second observance of that first Armistice 
Day on November 11th, 1918, which marked the ending of World War I.

ithreatened to sue the Veterans’ 
Administration for about $600,000 
‘which the school says is due for 
‘G.I. tuitions. 

| Lloyd Morey, university comp- 
troller, said the money is involved

ductiong because of federal grants. 
He explained that as a result of 
the grants, the school has received 
about $160,000 a year and that
